Response to Amendment 

Applicant's amendment has not been entered because it would raise the new 
issue of the barrier layer being deposited by ALD. Although this limitation exists in claim 
1 , it does not exist in combination with the other limitations of claim 1 1 and thus the 
scope of claim 1 1 has been drastically changed and would require further search and 
consideration. 



Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments fail to comply with 37 CFR 1 .1 1 1(b) because they amount 
to a general allegation that the claims define a patentable invention without specifically 
pointing out how the language of the claims patentably distinguishes them from the 
references. The applicant has merely argued that the limitations of claim 1 are not 
taught, but has not argued which limitation is not taught and which limitation is believed 
to make the application patentable. The examiner has explicitly shown where each 
limitation is taught by the prior art references and the applicant has failed to show 
otherwise. As shown by the examiner, the primary reference teaches that the barrier 
layer is deposited by ALD in column 5, lines 19-25. The copper seed layer is also 
taught. The secondary reference teaches the benefit of alloying aluminum or 
magnesium into the seed layer. Therefore, the claimed method is made obvious by the 
prior art cited in the previous Office Action and the rejections therein are maintained.
